’ This coming June, as Californians go to the polls to vote for their 
various state and local officials, they will also be asked to make a 
decision on one controversial subject, Proposition 13. 

Proposition 13, or as it is more commonly known, the Jarvis 
| property tax initiative, is a state amendment which would, in the 

amendment’s own words, limit property taxes in California to one 
| percent of the assessed value of land, using the 1975-76 tax rate. 

The arguments on both sides of the amendment have been strong, 
forceful and convincing. 

On the pro side Jarvis, and his supporters, feel that this 
amendment is the only fair way to curtail escalating property taxes 
which have almost doubled in price since 1968. Says Jarvis, ‘‘this 
amendment will give the people a choice of how much money the 
government can take.” 

Over on the other side, however, there are many high-ranking 
officials who feel that an amendment of this kind will only hurt the 
state financially by cutting out $8 billion in revenue. 

California State Senator Albert S. Rodda, for instance, believes 
that in order to make up the$8 billion loss the state would have to 
impose a $5.25 billion increase in state taxes that citizens pay. 

This would, of course, hit the middle income group the hardest 
and, in effect, would only shift the property taxes from one source to 
another. 

Mr. J. Earle Christo, state vice chairman of the United 
Organization of Taxpayers says, “Every word the state legislator 
says about the initiative is a falsehood. Every year the state takes in 
about $40 billion in taxes and all this amendment will cut is about $7 
or $8 billion from that figure.” 

The questions which must be dealt with should the initiative be 
passed, however, are where will the $8 billion be cut from, who will 
be most affected and where will the loss be made up? 

Mr. Tom Wright, administrative dean of fiscal services at SAC 
thinks that one area which would be cut back severely would be the 
schools : first and foremost by the money they would lose from 
property taxes, and second by the cutback of staff that would 
ultimately occur because of the loss of revenue. 

Said Wright, ‘Since the reduction in the contingency funds is 
possible only in the first year and there are fixed cost increases in 
the salary and benefits areas, the staff would have to be reduced by 
about 10% in the second year in addition to the 17% first year 
reduction.” 

There is, of course, another side to that argument, ‘The fact is,” 
said: Jarvis, “that in 1980, because of the Serrano vs. Priest 
decision, the property tax system may not be used as a basis for 
school financing.” 

So, there it is. Some of the arguments for and against Proposition 
13. Of course, there are many more. Some are so complex and 
involved that they may not be fully realized until the amendment 
possibly is passed. 

However, for those who are still unsure as to just what the 
initiative will do for or to them, literature is available through their 
local officials or taxpayers associations.

The entire coaching situation, 
which has been in the ‘‘brewing 
pot” since the spot was vacated 
by Howard Black after thisyear's 
(1-7-1) finish, has been in the 
limelight in recent weeks over 
other high school coaches 
expressing their own diverse 
opinions, some in praise and 
some not. 

“Throughout all of our 
screening, stated Valentine, 
‘we picked in agreement the 
best man available and that was 
Rowe. But Mills and Rowe were 
so close, it was a tossup. We're 
all very happy with coach Mills. 
Onlytime will tell. It could be a 
blessing in disguise.” 

Next year will undoubtedly be 
a proving point for the Dons 
football squad, and of course for 
Tim Mills.

From one tax to another 
via the Jarvis proposition 


The controversial issue of the Jarvis property- 
tax initiative has raised questions as to what effect 
it will have in our community, should the 
amendment be passed. 

Proposition 13 would limit property taxes to one 
per cent of market value, but it makes no 
provisions for restoring $7 billion to $8 billion that 
would be lost to the cities, counties and school 
districts. 

Is the intent to cut local services state-wide, or 
to have the State raise state taxes to offset the 
estimated loss? 

Several proposals to help recover the loss are 
being examined in Sacramento. Various state tax 
increases are theoretically possible to offset the 
$7 to $8 billion loss. A state sales tax increase to 
12.5 percent would raise an estimated $7.5 
billion. 

If personal income tax were used as an offset to 
local loss it would require the imposition of a 150 
percent surcharge on top of present income tax. 

Also being discussed was the possibility of a 
seven percent sales tax on professional services, 
and an Oil Severence tax, which is one on Oil and 
Gas production at the Well head to be applied in 
the same manner as is done in the states of 
Louisiana and Texas: whereas one third (1/3) of 
the state budget is supplied by the Oil Severence 
tax. 

One problem the legislature might encounter in 
passing any of these proposals is that under the 
Jarvis initiative, two thirds (2/3) vote of the 
qualified electors in both houses of the State 
Legislature is required to raise any other taxes. 

If general obligation bonds are still allowed 
under the amendment, the _ two-thirds 
requirement may be an impossible venture. 

The question in el DON’s mind is, how will all 
this effect the community college, namely SAC? 
According to Thomas Wright, administrative 
dean/fiscal services, the RSCCD is more 
fortunate than many other districts, due to low 
unit cost and healthy reserves, in having the 
ability to deal with a sudden loss of income.

Jack Casperson, at the County Department of 
Education, says regarding the finanacial impact 
on our district from the passing of the initiative, 
that SAC will have to cut its spending by 
$8,550,258. 

Supporters of the Jarvis tax initiative state that 
according to the Serrano vs. Priest decision, after 
1980 the property tax system may not be used as 
the basis for school financing anyway. Perhaps so, 
at least not as a major basis of support, but the 
radical approach the amendment !s taking could 
cause more harm than good. 

By speeding up a process that may have already 
been underway, they have, or may have, cut two 
years off of developing funds that would have 
gone for building a second campus and the SAC 
Student Center, a construction that will have to be 
abandoned if Proposition 13 1s passed. 

Once the reserve funds SAC has are gone, 
another form of school financing will have to be 
passed by the State legislative houses. This could 
include support by state sales taxes which would 
involve a raise to approximately 12 percent or 
tuition may be imposed. 4 

Both of these would take the advantage of a 
community college away, and the State University 
would ultimately be the choice of any academic 
and vocational student. 

Another opposition to Proposition 13, 1s that 
only a fraction of the property-tax relief would go 
to homeowners and renters. Two-thirds of all real 
property on the tax rolls is commercial and 
industrial, and would qualify for two thirds of the 
$7 to $8 billion tax savings under the amendment. 

But the higher business levies now under 
consideration in Sacramento in case the 
amendment passes would raise only $850 million 
in new revenues. Smaller property owners and 
taxpayers would be stuck for the balance. 

The fact is that the Jarvis property-tax initiative 
might reduce property taxes, but the savings 
would be lost immediately because of new and 
higher state taxes that would be just as regressive.

No, | wasn’t physically beaten during 
a campus demonstration, but a piece of my soul died with those 
students gunned down at Kent State by National Guardsmen their 
same age. 

| didn’t go to Vietnam. | watched television as boys close to my age 
were maimed and | had recurring nightmares involving night-time 
fire fights. 

| was too young to travel to Woodstock, but | wore faded jeans, 
listened to Hendrix and saw Alice’s Restaurant at the movies. | didn't 
belong to SDS, but | did follow the antics and atrocities of the 
Chicago Seven trial. 

| even had my route planned to Canada in case of a sudden call to 
nuclear war. 

Yet, the New Left, Yippies and anti-Vietnam war chaos had been 
shoved to the back of my mind due to more recent academic 
functions. The past was only a faint image in my mind as | opened an 
envelope from the California Republican Party. 

Inside was a well-prepared propaganda news sheet from the 
Republican Youth Committee. At the top of the page a button 
proclaimed DO IT! and spread dynamically across the age in even 
bigger and bolder letters was the qualifying word NOW. 

DO IT! NOW. My mind raced and my heartleapt. HadJerry Rubin, 
the filthy laughable loveable Yippie founder joined or perhaps even 
infiltrated the Republican party? 

The communists despised Rubin, the liberals and Democrats 
hated him and now the conservatives and the Republicans were 
harboring him. The irony was overwhelming. 

Was this thelong-awaitedsign that the revolution had carried over 
into the seventies? Or could this be an epilogue looking into the past 
explaining what had happened to the world reknown Yippies!? 

i surmised that none of those explanation were sound. 

Obviously, some high-paid politically-influential public relations 
writer had subconciously stolen the symbolic war-cry of the sixties 
and placed it Madison Avenue style into a political socialization and 
youth alignment memorandum.

DO IT! Rubin's autobiographical account of his participation in 
the revolution thus far (1970), was an organized, yet deranged 
declaration of war.

Rubin called for immediate, unmediated 
confrontation with American status quo wherever and whenever 
possible, and in every case don’t just think about it, go out andDO 
IT!
